I. Claims 1-13, drawn to an apparatus (boiling water reactor plant), 
classified in class 376, subclass 370. 

II. Claim 14, drawn to a method (constructing a boiling water reactor plant), 
classified in class 376, subclass 260. 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 

The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus can be constructed by a different 
process such as partial modular assembly instead of full modular assembly, as claimed. 
For example, the control rods can be inserted in the control rod guide tubes at the 
construction site instead of being pre-inserted in said guide tubes prior to transporting 
the completely assembled building module to the site.
